We act for Dalewood Investments Limited the owner of the 
Westwood Mall on the east side of Goreway Drive in the City 
of Mississauga. We are writing this letter to formally record 
our objection to the action taken by Council on Monday, January 
26, 1976 in approving an application by Cedardown Management 
Limited (Cedardown) to rezone a site on the west side of | 
Goreway Drive from RM7 D4 to DC to permit the development of 
a food store and auxiliary uses. 


This matter proceeded as follows: 


1. On Wednesda:*, November 19, 1975, a public meeting of the 
Planning Committee was held to consider Cedardown's application. 
The decision of the Planning Committee on November 19, 1975 was 
"That the application by Cedardown Management Company Limited 
be refused, provided that a commitment to build a second food 
store on the Westwood Mall cite satisfactory to the City 
Solicitor is received within sixty days; and further, that if 
no such commitment is received then the application be recon- | 
sidered and a further public meeting be called." 


Reference was made at this meeting to a letter from 
Steinberg's dated November 14, 1975, a copy of which is attached 
and to a letter dated November 14, 1975 from The Oshawa Group 
Limited, a copy of which is attached. 


ae It is intended that Steinberg's Miracle Food Mart presently 
located in the Westwood Mall and occupying about 27,600 square 
feet will move to a new supermarket store to be erected in the 
Westwood Mall which new store will comprise approximately 35,000 
square feet and that the supermarket presently occupied by 
Miracle Food will be occupied by a Food City supermarket of The 
Oshawa Group Limited. 


4. The Planning Commissioner stated on November 19, 1975 to

6. Without notice to Dalewood Investments Limited, to our- 
selves or we believe to others who were in attendance at the 
Planning Committee meeting, apart from the Applicant, the 
General Committee on Wednesday, January 21, 1976 reversed the 
aaa Committee decision and approved the Cedardown applica- 
£. on. 


7. Not knowing of this action by the Committee we sent a 
letter dated January 22, 1976 to the City solicitor enclosing a 
copy of a letter from Steinberg's dated January 20, 1976, a 
copy of which latter letter is enclosed. 


We request that the matter be reopened on notice to those 
present at the November 19, 1975 meeting and we request that 
such action be taken by Council at this time before further 
processing the matter for submission to the Ontario Municipal 
Board for the following reasons: 


1. Those in opposition to the application on November 19, 1975 
left with an understanding that no further action would be taken 
on the Cedardown application without a further public meeting 
preceding which advance notice would be given. There were 
residents most directly affected who clearly stated that they 
preferred to have the existing zoning retained on the west side 
of Goreway and these residents may not be aware of the distinc- 
tion between the position and authority of the Planning Committee 
and between the position and authority of the General Committee. 
This may lead to misunderstanding and ill will which can be 
easily avoided by having a meeting when the residents may make 
submissions to Council. 


ae The Applicant's own study submitted in support of its 
application indicated the viability of only one additional food 
store of between 30,000 and 35,000 square feet. A new facility 
will be provided in the Westwood Mall for a store of 35,000 
square feet and the applicant openly stated to the Planning 
Committee it would withdraw its application if chis occurred.

3. The long settled plan and intention on which the entire 
surrounding area was developed over many years was that the 
main commercial facilities would be located on the east side 
of Goreway Drive and residential development would take place 
on the west side. The Planning Commissioner has stated that 
the preferred location for a second supermarket is in the 
Westwood Mall. 


4. All residents appear to desire a second supermarket and 
this no doubt is central to Council's position on this matter. 
However the residents on the west side of Goreway Drive wish 
this supermarket to be in the Westwood Mall and not to be on 
the west side of Goreway where it will intrude into their 
residential area. In our view Council's attention and effort 
should be directed to insuring that the second supermarket is 
built as quickly as possible in the Westwood Mall. 


5. Council will be seen to be rushing in support of an 
application which apparently will not proceed, is in the wrong 
location, and will result in needless expense and concern to 
residents most affected and unnecessary work and expense for 
the staff of Mississauga and others. These are matters which 
are or should be of concern to Council unrelated to any sub- 
mission on our part which may be said to arise out of a com- 
peting commercial interest. 


In support of our request that this matter be reconsidered, 
we ask the opportunity to address Council when this letter is 
dealt with at which time the solicitors and representatives from 
The Oshawa Group and Steinberg's will be present to answer any 
questions which Council may wish to ask.

Several members of the Liberal Caucus are meeting with 
municipal officials in Ontario cities to discuss the 
changing municipal-provincial financing system. If it 

is convenient, we would like to meet with you and whatever 
councillors and senior administrative people on Wednesday, 
March 3.

The above motion, it is felt by staff, is premature at this 
time, based on the following: 


1. There is at present no low cost housing programme of 
the City. 


2. As part of the Official Plan process the low cost 
housing programme, if any, will not be available in 
draft form until the end of April. 


3. That the matter of enforcing low cost housing 
agreements to protect low cost housing will require 
some dialogue between the City Solicitor and other 
departments. 


I have ascertained that the circumstances with respect to 
the City's application to the Federal Government for a 
$1,000 per unit contribution is shown as attached. 


I would recommend that this matter be deferred until such 
time as the staff can address themselves to the above areas 
and, therefore, be in a position to advise Council of the 
implications of the referred motion.

RE: C.M.H.C. $1,000 Low Cost Hous Grant 


On November 3rd, 1975, the Federal Minister for Urban Affairs, 
The Honourable Barney Danson, announced that he would be 
recommending to the House new initiatives to increase the 
provision of low cost housing in Canada. 


The initiatives detailed primarily forms an expansion of the 
existing Assisted Home Ownership Programme (A.H.0O.P.) to eliminate 
the income restrictions that have existed for this programme and 
thereby to broaden its application through the Country. In 
addition to broadening the coverage of this programme, the Minister 
announced that municipalities providing support for projects 

within the A.H.O.P. guidelines would be eligible to receive a 

grant of $1,005 per unit for each unit approved. 


Since November 3rd, 1975, the C.M.H.C. and the Ministry of Housing 
have been negotiating to determine emactly how this programme will 
apply within Ontario. It seems apparent that the Federal funds 
will flow through the Province and, therefore, be allocated within 
conditions set down by the Province which have yet to be announced. 


At the present time this grant programme has not been implemented 
since: 


(1) the Province and C.M.H.C. have yet to work out the details 
of which projects and municipalities will be eligible, and 


(2) Federal Regulations to detail guidelines for its administra- 
tion have not yet been introduced in Parliament. 


From discussions with C.M.H.C. and Ministry of Housing officials 

it is clear that once the regulations are passed and a determina- 
tion has been made as to which municipalities will be deemed 
eligible by the Province for these grants, grants will be available 
to projects which: 


€) 
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(1) have a maximum density of between 10 - 30 self-contained 
units per net acre of raw land; 


(2) or projects with a maximum density of between 10 - 45 units 
per net acre for land which has been serviced for a minimum 
of 5 years. 


As well, staff sources are firm that this density will be finally 
established on the basis of issued building permits by the 
municipality in order to eliminate the problem of the builder 
being funded and not carrying through his original development 
plan ° 


Among the criteria that have been announced to date, there are 
maximum unit floor space criteria proposed to ensure that the 
houses being funded are of minimum size to ensure that prices 
are within the prescribed price range. These requirements are 
set out below.

(2 storeys or less) (exceeding 2 storeys)

The maximum price which can be charged for the sale of such units 
is set at the present time for the Metro Toronto area, including 
Mississauga, at $47,000 per unit. 


It is also understood that the $1,000 grant incentive will be 
available to various forms and tenure of ownership for units 
constructed for permanent accommodation. As well, these units 
must be connected to pipe services consisting of water and 
sanitary sewers as well as being on sites which have road access. 


It has been announced that at such time as the regulations are 
enacted by the Federal Government, the Province and C.M.H.C. 

can negotiate a working arrangement for programme application in 
Ontario grants will be made available to new dwelling units 
having building permits issued after November lst, 1975, and 
that these provisions will remain in place up to and including 
December 3lst, 1978.

In conclusion, it should be pointed out that these criteria 
set out above are preliminary guidelines which will form the 
basis for the final programme which has yet to be finalized. 
Requirements may change at such time as the regulations become 
available and as the Province details its own conditions.

SUBJECT: MISSISSAUGA TRANSIT CURRENT OPERATING BUDGET 


Attached is the revised Operating Budget for 1976, reflecting 
the Ministry of Transportation & Communications policy to limit 
increases in operating subsidies to 5% over the 1975 subsidies. 
This effectively meant that Mississauga Transit had to make 
drastic cutbacks in service. For example, drivers' wages, which 
constitute almost 60% of the gross operating budget, are 
committed to increase an average of 40% over 1975's wages. Even 
if no other costs were to increase and the same amount of service 
was provided, the 1976 operating budget would be 25% higher than 
the 1975 budget. 

As described in more detail in the attached report, our solution 
to this dilemma is two-fold: 


- increase rush hour fares (to be implemented on 
April 5, 1976) 
- decrease off-peak service (mid-day, evening, 
Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays 
However, the demand for transit service continues to grow in our 
City, particularly for work trips. It is important that these 
trips (occuring in rush hour periods) be accommodated since many 
transit riders have no alternate means of transportation. 
Furthermore, relief to roadway facilities is provided by carrying 
those people who do have access to an automobile. As a result 
we have allowed for modest increases in rush hour service.

SUBJECT: Mississauga Transit Current Operating Budget 


If any additional funds were available, they should be allocated 

to providing further improvements in rush-houe service, since 

every additional $20,000.00 would allow us to put one more bus 

on the road during these periods. 

In summary, the net City expenditure is estimated at $1,060,000.00 
for the 1976 Mississauga Transit current budget. This constitutes 

a decrease of $80,000.00 from the actual 1975 net operating costs.

DEPARTMENT OVERVIEW 


DEPARTVENT HEAD COMMENTS: 


In preparing the 1975 budget we estimated that Mississauga Transit would carry approximately 7 
million passengers. The estimate was based on a major revision in the spring that would coincide 
with the scheduled delivery of 12 new vehicles. The goal was to provide a base foundation of 
Transit services that would not require any major changes in the level of service during 1976. 

We believe that the major portion of our goal was achieved and once again, Mississauga Transit 

had the highest growth rate in passengers carried in Canada; an approximate 75% increase over 1974. 


While we had not planned for major changes to Transit service in 1976, it is now apparent that 
because of the provincial cut-back in subsidy allocation, and the City's policy to hold the line 
on expenses, that a new revised budget would have to be prepared. The attached budget reflects 
the following changes in Transit service and the re-structuring of the department in order to 
stay within the guidelines and at the same time provide a quality Transit service to the residents 
of Mississauga: 


ADMINISTRATION 


The Administration Section had the approved commitment for a staff of 17, which included the 
telephone clerks. The actual staff required for 1975 was 14 and with our re-organization in 1976 
we are able to operate with a staff of 12, including the Telephone Information Clerks. The 
reduction is mainly due to the re-organization of priorities and the elimination of the Marketing 
Section of Transit. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The salaries and wages of the Transportation Section have been divided into two parts, providing 
better control of overtime paid to the Transit Operators. A new crewing program has been 
completed and will be implemented on April 5, 1976, which takes into account the new policy 

of exact fares, monthly passes and new routings.

The Maintenance Section now shows a division in wages and salaries, providing better control 
over the overtime paid to the employees, and with the delivery of 32 units expected by the end 
of February, control of this section is a major priority. 


The total commitment for Transit for 1976 shows a staff of 243, made up of the following: 


Administration - Salaried 12 
Transportation - Salaried a7 
Transportation - Hourly 170 
Maintenance - Salaried 8 
Maintenance - Hourly 36 
Total Employees 243 


Specific service revisions and reductions are attached and form part of the overall budget 
submission. 


The revised budget now submitted for Councils' consideration is the result of a complete review 
and appraisal of the overall operation of the Mississauga Transit System, and definitely reflects 
the changes in the Ontario's Government subsidy policy, along with Councils’ desire to hold 

the line on escalating costs.

Dear Mayor Dobkin: 


I have your letter of January 20th, 1976, concerning transit 
subsidies and I certainly appreciate receiving your support 
of the present financial restraint policies of my government. 


I appreciate also your concern about applying an "across the 
board” transit subsidy policy on operating deficits to all 
municipalities. However, the total funds allocated for 
municipal transit deficits were limited to such a degree that 
I had no choice but to consider subsidy to each municipality 
on the same basis. 


My Ministry staff are currently studying various options to be 
introduced in 1977, that will provide subsidy incentives to 
municipalities who are able to improve their efficiency over 
the previous year. I had hoped to introduce such incentives 
for 1976, but budget constraints and the time required to 
develop them just did not allow it. 


I am pleased with the action taken by your council to revise 
your transit fare structure and reduce certain unproductive 
routes in an attempt to meet the current budget constraints. 
As you know, Ministry staff from the Municipal Transit Office 
and the Toronto Area Transit Operating Authority recently met 
with your senior transit staff and a representative from Peel 
Region to review the current transit situation in Mississauga 
and its needs for the future.

Thank you for your letter of January 5, 1976, regarding your 
couments on financial restraint. I support the present 
financial restraint policies of the Provincial Government. 

{ should also like to point out that your guideline of only 
increasing subsidy by 5% in 1976, over the 1975 level, is 
just fine in a municipality where there is no growth. 


However, this policy is not practical and unduly harsh, in 
the case of the City of Mississauga, which is experiencing 
an annual average growth of 10%. 


As you know, we are about to become the first municipality 

in Ontario to institute a 50¢ transit fee. This is in attempt 
to produce more revenue for the operation of our transit 
system. I would appeal to you to develop some type of formula 
which would cover the growth factor in growth municipalities. 
Your present guideline of 5% does not even cover the inflation 
factor.

As previously announced by The Province of Ontario, the level 
of subsidies available to Municipalities from the Province in 
1976 will be severely constrained. These constraints will 
apply to the transit subsidies available through the Municipal 
Transportation Branch of my Ministry for the Capital Asset 
Assistance Program and the Transit Operating Deficit Subsidy. 


In the case of transit operating deficit subsidy, the maximum 
amount of subsidy available to your municipality in 1976 will 
be the actual amount paid for 1975 plus approximately 5 
percent. The rate of subsidy will continue to be 50% up to 
this established ceiling. 


Transit capital subsidy will be available in 1976 for the 
purchase of those buses that have been previously approved 

and are on order, as well as carryover costs for construction 

of buildings previously approved and presently under construc- 
tion. However, to meet the present financial constraints, 
deferral of certain uncommitted capital items will be required. 
Therefore, it is essential that for subsidy purposes full 
justification and prior approval for all proposed transit capital 
items must be submitted before any commitments are made.

As a part of the Minister of Health's general policy of economic 
cutback, the Chesley and District Memorial Hospital has been ordered 
to be closed by March 3lst, 1976. 

The Chesley end District Memorial Hospital is a community hos- 
pital, built as a memorial after the second world war and paid for 
enti hy the community which it serves. That community with a 
population of nearly 8, » includes the Town of Chesley, the Vill- 
og*s of Tara and Paisley, and sections of five Townships - an area 
of approximately 270 square miles. 

The Council of the Town of Chesley is gravely concerned about 
the hardship that loss of this local hospital will cause the resid- 
ents of the community. Located at the base of the Bruce Penninsula, 
the area served by the Chesley and District Memorial Hospital is 
situated in a snowbelt area. It is not always possible to reach more 
distant health facilities during the frequent periods of heavy snow 
we experience. 

Moreover, Sullivan Township has a significant Mennonite population 
which depends on use of the Chesley and District Memorial Hospital 
for two important reasons. tg ges the hospital is accessible to 
them by horse end buggy which is their only means of transportation. 
Secondly, these area ratepayers are not participants in and the 
per diem rate of 356.00 at the Chesley Hospital is significantly 
lower that the per diem rates of other area hospitals. 

: AS well, the Council of the Town of Chesley is concerned about 
the effect of the removal of the local hospital on our large percent- 
age of senior citizens. 38% of ey * population is mede up of 
senior citizens, many of whom have retired in Chesley because of the 
close proximity of hospital -services. 

As it stands at the moment, Chesley is the only hospital in Ont- 
ario which the Minister of Health has ordered to be closed. The 
closing of the Chesley Hospital will create the precedent that will 
set the Minister's hospitaél policy in motion. The first closure will 
be the most difficult measure for the Ministry to carry out. The 
second will be much easier, end each successive closure will be 
easier again. The Minister has stated that there will be twenty-four 
hospitals in the province affected by his policy of economic cutback, 
(this figure now apparently reduced). 

The Council of the Town of Chesley can sympathize with the efforts 
of the vrovincial government to cut back its provincial budgets. 
However, before a mi jor health policy change occurs, we feel that 
the general public rightfully should know:

“Thank you for your letter of December 16, 1975 enclosing the 
resolution of City Council pertaining to Metropolitan Toronto Bicycle 
Route System and requesting that the Province set aside at least 
$500,000.00 to provide grants to municipalities to carry out improve- 
ments respecting bicycling. 

“I have referred your letter to the Honourable Darcy McKeough, 
Minister of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs, with 
copies to the Minister of Transportation and Communications and the 
Minister of Natural Resources. I am sure that once the Treasurer has 
received the necessary input, he will reply directly to you. 

“I am grateful to you for keeping me advised as to the position 
of City Council.” 


Your Committee also submits the communication (December 16, 1975) from 
Mr. Harold Gilbert, Deputy Minister, Ministry of Transportation and Com- 
munications to Mr. L. W. Steele, Managing Director, Urban Bikeways Inc., Box 
60, 401 Bay Street, viz. 


“This will acknowledge our meeting in my Queen's Park Offices 
Friday, December 5th with your delegation and representatives of 
both the City of Toronto and Metro Toronto to discuss both this 
Ministry's current bicycling policy and your organization's request for 
a policy review. 

“As you know, the Ministry in 1974, carried out a study of bicycling 
in Ontario as it relates to this Ministry's jurisdiction. The study con- 
sidered the utilization and growth of bicycling, regulation and safety 
aspects as well as bicycling facilities and funding therefore. Subse- 
quently the Ministry adopted a policy to promote bicycling in its 
broadest sense and to intensify its efforts to promote the education of 
bicyclists and motorists alike in the need to recognize their mutual 
road-use rights. In addition, the Ministry moved to support the plan- 
ning of urban bicycle facilities by sharing costs when included in 
municipal transportation studies. 

“Upon consideration of your organization's views and other informa- 
tion that has come to the Ministry's attention, it has been decided to 
review our current bicycle policy. This review will mot only address 
itself to an update of our earlier information but will also include the 
activities and concerns of municipalities, other provincial agencies and

private Interest groups Involved with bicycling. In particular, we 
would welcome your organizations’ further views as input to our 
study. With respect to the Trails Council Programme, ae are pre. 
pared to cooperate fully with them and make available whatever 
information we have which may be of assistance to them. 

“Public enquiries related to cycling are currently handied through 
our Regional and District offices located throughout Ontario and all 
responses are based on the Ministry's current policy. However, for 
purposes of the review, I have designated Mr. E. J. McCabe, Director 
of the Project Planning Branch as a point of contact. Ile may be 
reached by phoning 248-3891. 

“As a former cyclist I am critically aware of the necd to promote 
a safe environment for the many cyclists who use our provincial 
highways and municipal roads and streets. I trust our review of 
bicycling in Ontario will provide a sound basis to further identify this 
Ministry's role. Thank you for bringing this matter to my attention.”

Thank you for your letter dated November 3, 
1975, concerning the Toronto International Airport. 


The decision by the Province of Ontario to 
withdraw its support for the Pickering airport at this 
time has left the Federal Government with the serious 
problem of determining the extent to which the Toronto 
area's growing air transportation needs can be met. 
The question of the future role of Malton Airport is 
one of the major issues that must be resolved in light 

. of this decision. 


The possible effect on the residents of the 
City of Mississauga has been an important factor in 
all past decisions by Transport Canada relating to 
Malton Airport. I understand that the Federal Government's 
deep concern about the noise impact on the people 
residing in the vicinity of Malton is shared by the 
Government of Ontario. I also understand that the 
Province is opposed to any expansion of Toronto 
International Airport (Malton) beyond that already 
announced and currently underway. 


At the meeting between Mr. Snow and myself, 
held on December 8, 1975, I conditionally agreed to a 
Provincial request that joint comprehensive intermodal 
studies of passenger transportation in southern Ontario 
should be commenced immediately. The exact terms of 
reference are now being elaborated by both governments; 
but the very questions you raise, including the amount 
of traffic that can be accommodated within the presently 
announced expansion program, have been asked of the 
Federal Government and will be addressed by the studies.
